A. Continuation of discussion concerning proposed changes to the Requlation for Home
Inspection; Department of Consumer Protection’s Legislative Liaison is scheduled to
appear before the Board. Leslie O’Brien addressed the Board stating the Department is
amending the regulations for their Boards and Commissions using a comprehensive
approach. As such, she asked the Board to review their entire regulation beyond the
initial fix to paragraph (12) of Section 20-491-13 General limitations and exclusions and
get back to her with their comments. In addition, she gave the Board a printed
document outlining the process for submitting new or modified regulations.

The Board expressed their concerns to the Commissioner regarding the current
language of paragraph (12) of Section 20-491. General Limitations and exclusions
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regarding radon, asbestos, lead paint, and solder. The regulation, at present,
incorrectly requires the home inspector to identify these items. The Commissioner and
Ms. O’Brien will investigate the most expedious way to correct this language.
